Yesterday all the Koverumeiit stu- 
dents marohed iu the streets with ban- 
ners snouting "V iva Mexicol" "Viva 
Diaz!" and "(>u to (inaieinala." They 
assembled iu Irout ot the palace troiu 
18,000 to In.tXH) strong, clamuriitu' tor 
war aud piedgiiiK their supjKjrt to I'rea- 
idont Diax. Tiiey arc uiaiuly composed 
of stadcucs of the law aud miuiug uud 
medical schools. 

President Diuz made a speech to the 
parading stndeuts and others, statiug 
that be would uot recede from ^lexico's 
just rights. 

The answer to Mexico's ultimatum is 
to be received here ou the ^4th, but 
President Diaz has notified Guatemala 
that he will not rooede from the ongiual 
demands. Both oonutriee are preparing 
for war. 

Mexioo has been preparing for war 
for some time and has about rJ.ooo 
troops ou the border. All the oihcer^ 
that have not been ou active duty have 
been uotiliud to report for mwohiuK 
orders.

Xbm Clsrieals Flook to

City OF Mi -Mi-o, Jan. — Au inter- 
esting story iu circulation regarding 
the probable outbreak of war between 
Guatemala aud Mexico is to the effect 
that (ienoTiU Pordrios Dias, pvesideuc 
of the Mwioan republic, will take com- 
mand of the forces un the frontier iu 
person. The report is widely spread iu 
uuollicial Ko.ssi[>, uud is not without the 
range of ixxwiuiuty. In the higher cir- 
cles it is said tuut General Diaz will uot 
leave his seat us chiel' executive in the 
pending diltlcultiea, at least not until 
ids presence is imperatively deiuauded 
at tiie frout. The f,'eiierai opinion el 
those dofo to iho exe'-utivo is that he 
will phkce the comiiiaud tiually iu tlu^ 
luuu'.s of one of three men to push the 
Ciuateiualan invasion, 

'i'lM.^e vlnee otlicers are: General 
Bernardo Keys, {governor of the state <;! 
Leou, ami ^eueral of a divisiou of tlio 
Mo.vicau army; (jeueial .hoe Vicente 
Villado, governor ot the stale of Mexico 
and general of a bri(;a(le, ami (ieiieral 
Louis Torres, governor of the state of 
bonora aud general of a brigade. Ot 
these three it is ju-etty well known that 
th(! t lioiee ot llie prt ^l(il■n^ is tieneral 
l-Ceyes of "loiiteiey, w hu i'- also tht! uii- 
(leislood fiiviinli- oi lieueral l)iuz as his 
siicceB.>or as eiiiel i xtciitive of tht! re- 
public. The Ouatenialau war will give 
the president an excellent opportunity 
to briug out his protege aud posh him 
well forwiud in public favor as the hero 
of the t iuatemalaii ej)isodo. 

El Tiempo. the opposition goverumeut 
organ of the church in Mexico, has 
come out for the federal power iu tlie 
present crisis aud announces t hat by the 
side of patriotism uo other issues are to 
be compared. It therefore buries the 
hatchet iu a strong editorial, eulogistic 
of the general goverumeut, aud says it 
will nut fight the udmiuistratiou until 
the close of hostilities, when it will 
uguiu turu its attention to the oppres 
siou which Boinan Catholics saner in 
Hezioo nnder the prevaiUng constitu- 
tion.

First Fatal Enoountar In the 

Brooklyn Strike. 



ONE BOT INSTANTLY KILLED. 



Miislcpt nail rirad Thronch HU Haad by 
a MllitiamaB— Anothar Man Wounded In 
the Arm- tlev«rul Other Encountei * nl ii 
LaM Sarlous Natnra-Tba Strikars Are 
Confldant of Winning. 
lii.H.isi > N. .Ta;<. -The first fatal 
eucouuter of the gn at strike took phe e 
about 11 o'clock last uight, when in an 
encounter with a few buys at the Uul- 
sey street station of the Brooklyn City 
Railread company, a volley was fired 
by the militia. Henry Ahun of New 
York was instantly kdied, a musket 
ball entering his mouth and pa>-;uL' 
thiougli iii^ liead. Another m.iil, wlmse 
name is \S iiliams, was \\ouuded in the 
arm. The >hooiing li.'d the instant ef> 
feet of <lispersing tiie nob. 

The ninth day id tue tie-iip closed 
without bringing maUii.i! cuanue in 
the situation. It w a^ a day of uia; imng 
rumors, which foiiunately prijved to 
have slight or uo foundatuni. To. re 
were between daybrea.v and iiij.h .ill 
uu'.uerous brusiies between tlie poiice 
and militia ou one side and ihtr strikors 
or headstrong, law-defying sympathiz- 
ers, with their cause, on tne other. 

The Ilubii.en's strike, whicli was to 
have tied up the trolley lines iiiort! ef- 
fectually than hud been done by tho 
strike of motormeu, conduciors and 
other employes, wos called olT before it 
was fairly on. What influeuci'd he 
strikers' munager to call the liiieim u s 
strike oil' tuns quickly and then to order 
it on again cau not be lold. The rea- 
son assigned for tho latter act is palpa- 
bly but a pretext. The eifect 
of this move, which the htriuers 
have compared to the playiug of a high 
trump cud, remains to be uemuj 
strutod. 

The developments of the day have 
not been reassuring, as a whole, in 
spite of ihu fact that there urn uml r 
arms in the city 8,<J00 of the st«te sol- 
diery aud l,&0<i policemen are on duty, 
lutraaiural traffic is snl'leriiig a vircutU 
paralysis in which all tho industries of 
tho city participate to a greater o r less- 
er degree; hiwlessuess is rumpaut, and 
altogether oouditions are such as may 
well excite the gravest apprehension. 

Tho disorderly element iu the city has 
been largely reuruiled from ^'ew i'ork 
uud other cities, and has, as is usual iu 
such coses, arraigned itself with tin 
strikers, a selluh advocacy of whose 
cause affords a pretext for the perpetra- 
tion of graver crimes that nsvo yet 
marked the progress of tho pending 
contest. 

Au enthusiastic meeting of strikers 
aud their sympathizers was held Insi 
night at Labor Lyceum, in Willonghby 
avenue. The Strikers, with their f»>. mi- 
lies and friends, were out iu full luice. 
.•\s each speaker came forward he was 
received with wild applause. J. De 
l.uiig. a business man, strongly iu syin- 
p;itliy witli the strike movement, 
claimed tn.it every man. woman and 
cliild in Brooklyn w a.s in sympathy with 
the sinl;- rs. ( »n a motion of the chaiv- 
maii. M. .1- l5'i\Neii, a re.M'lution w^w 
pasMid ie(iuesting the mayor to sign the 
recent resolution of the uo.iiil of ald.'r- 
men, condemning the trolley companies. 

Adjutant McAlpiii, w ho is here as the 
military and peisouel reiiresentative of 
(iciveruor Morton, had a conference Lite 
in the afternoon with Mayor Schieii-n, 
Polii-e t.'ommissioner Wells and ( orpwr- 
ution ("oun>ol >U-I-)onal(l.

In speaking of the situation, Walter 
S. Koss of District Assembly No. 7"i 
s;»id: "We have good reason to believe 
that the company will soon ask us for a 
settlement. They have got uo new 
men and can not get any, notwitli- 
stundiug th«(y have recruiting stutious 
in differeut parts of the state. At 
Albany they hired M men aud were to 
have sent tlieiu down Monday, but 
when the time oame to leave that city, 
the men did not appear. We have 
everything shut off at Boston, and 1 
don't think they can get any men from 
any other source. 

"We have 20 men doing picket duty 
all time, night and day. They pa- 
trol the streets in the viuiaitv of Fifty- 
eighth street six hours and then we 
change them. If they see a stranger 
approach the oompauies' bams, they lu- 
t( rcept him aud always succeed in ge'- 
tiug hihi away. 

"It don't look OS if the railroad eom- 
panise were going on. Of the 1,000 curs 
that ordinarily run on Brooklyn 
Heights, only eight are in operation, 
exdosiva of the Atlantic avenue line. 
We have ad^ ised our men to keen quiet 
and to do no harm, and as long as they 
do this we shall have pablie sympthy 
with us."

did not practice what I preached, I feel 
that I am jostiflable in asking for space 

in your paper to defend nivHt lf. The 
time spoken of by the Ledger is over 
twenty years ago. Tiiere was nothing 
said at that time, tliat I recollect, about 
free pikes, and I don't suppose the 
thought ever occurred to me, or was it 
suggested to me, that I was running as a 
"deadhead" on the streets of Maysville. 
About that time, one fall, I hauled coal 
for about six weeks for William Wormald 
with my wagon, and the city did charge 
me six dollars toll they call it license. 

About the same time some of the citi- 
sens on the east side of Limestone (and I 
tliink I was about the first to suKirest it) 
concluded it would be a good thing to 
make what is called the Second street ex- 
tension, and I dill >;ivo fl5 towards it. 
The amount retjuired to do tiie work, 1 
think, was $1,500, snd wa« raised by pri- 
vate subscription. 

I lived at that time on the south side 
and east end of what is now Forest a ven ue. 
The property-owners on the east end con- 
cluded to macadamise it. I gave some 
twelve or ilfteeii dollars towards it and 
several feet oS the front of my place, 
so as to widen and straighten the road. 
The grounds where I now live in the 
Sixth ward, a» I purchased it,^ projected 
oat on to Second street seven or eight 
feet further than tlie lots above ine, and 
of.my own free will, without solicitation, 
and without oompensation, (which the 
men that want the benefit of the pikes at 
some one else's expense would not have 
done) I have set the front fence back 
to benefit my neighbors and improve the 
appearance of the street. 

'There has not been a proposition up 
before the people of the city or county 
in the last forty-eight years to vote a sub- 
scription to any public work l)ut that it 
bad my vote. I subscribed $200 in '50 oi 
'SI to the O. and O. ipad, paid over |S!BO 
in taxes on ihc county and city sobsorip- 
tion to it, and never have received • oant 
(directly) in return,— never ngd* bat ona 
trip on it sine*, and than I bad to pay 
loU. 

Agsin, while living on Forest avenue, 
I sent one of my bojrs a short time to one 
of the city fret schools, but I had to pay 
fl a month for so doing. 

Again, last year I did pay the city f~ 
liilhli/i fipf tin' )>iivilei;<' of MMjclili;; niy 
horse and wa;.'on down to niy yrciMi- 
liiiii>-t'-j ti,p liaiil my flowers to uiy place ol 
bu~iiic-s. Ami just here, don't Wor- 
tiialil, Pavis and every other citizen of 
May.svillc wlio runs a wa^;on, cart onhay 
on till' ^trcet.s ui' the city ba\e tn pay 
ti>llit;i> ' ( 'all il license if you please, yet 
it is tlic funie thing; and I will eayjust 
here that I think it is Just and right.

In nukuy counties uo large 
growth has beeu made, but this 6uiull 
growth is enough to start it well lu tiie 
spring provided no disuster overtakes 
it. The snow covering is good. 

In Michigan the crop is iu fair shape, 
bat too lightly covered with snow i u 
some localities A few correspondents 
report conditions as poor, but generally 
DO gTMt damage has been sustained. 

Kentooky reports crop in good condi- 
tion, having been mnerally fairly pro- 
tected. The start in some coonties was 
poor, bnt the plant seemi( improving. 

In Missouri the conditions vary great- 
ly. Considerftble damage is reported 
from drouth and poor snow protection. 
The plant g^t a alow start in a namber 
of counties, and has not improved mnoh 
Sinoe. The general average is fair. 

In Kansas the condition is generally 
good, though many western counties 
report iujury by drouth. In.some fields 
the grain did little more than sprout. 

Nebraska reports condition fair, but 
plant needs rain in mauy counties. 

Iowa, conditions vary greatly, all 
kinds of conditions being fonnd. It 
will average about fair. 

Wisconsin reports fair condition gen- 
erally. In most places the crop is well 
protected. Iu some couiitio.s »uow ha.s 
not come in .sutlioieat qnuutity to cover 
the liulds iind t)ie plant is wiuter killed. 

Iu lllmois, Oliio, Induiua, Miclngau 
and Kentucky the water supply is gen- 
erally good, though a lew couutics lnTe 
and there report a delluiency. lu Mi.s- 
eouri there seems to bu too 8inull a sup- 
ply over mucii of the state. Tlie supply

Washinoton. .Tan. 23.— The policy of 
the adiniiiistration as to Hawaii was 
again the .subji.'ct of sharp attack uud 
defense in the senate yesterday. The 
personal element in the coutroversy 
drew large crowds to the galleries, 
which at times overflowed into the outer 
corridors. It indicated little diminution 
of. public interest iu Hawaii now that 
the course of the udiniuistratiou is the 
main question of discus.sion. Mr. Uray 
and Mr. George justified the adminis 
tration, and Mr. Gray dwelt upou the 
persistency aud vindiotiveuoss with 
which the president was villified uud 
misrcpreseuLed. 

Mr. Lodge aud Mr. Hawley made the 
critical speeches of the day, the former 
urging the extent of British aggression 
in the Pacific, while Mr. Hawley made 
pointed comment on the consideratiou 
given to Queen Liliuokulani'a repre 
sentativea who visited the state depart- 
ment after the United Btates had for 
mally reoogaised the Hawaiian republic. 
The debate was still iu progress when 
the morning hour expired and the Nic 
aragua canal bill was taken up, Mr 
Turpie spoke against the measure for 
three hours aud had not concluded 
whan the senate adjourned.

Washinotox, Jan. S8.— The Indian 
appropriation bill, which has been on 
der consideration for fire days in the 
hooae, was final^ pasaed yesterday. It 
oarriad |6.4M,880 when reported, but, as 
passed, the total was considerably au^,' 
mented, one amendment alone (to pay 
the first iastallaent for the purchase of 
the Cherokee oatlet) carryiug |l,66G,
